Churches and other Publick places where Common Pꝛap r, Admint- 
ſtrat ion of the Sacraments, and Pꝛeaching of the woꝛd of God is uſed 
upon the * t other days oꝛdained and appointed to be kept and 
obſerved asÞoly days:Andwhereas by the great and ſcandalous neglect 
of Miniſters in the ſald ©2der; o2 Liturgy ſo ſet fozth and enjoyned as 
afozelatd, great miſchiefs and incoveniences, during the times of the 
late unhappy troubles, have ariſen and grown; and many people have 
been led into Facttons andSchiſms;to the great decay and ſcandal of th 
Refozmed Religion of the Church oftngland,and to the hazard of many 
ſouls : Fo2 prevention whereof in time to come, foꝛ ſetling the Peace of 
the Church, and fo? allaying the pzeſent diſtempers, which the indiſpoſt- 
tion of the time hath contracted, the Kings Majeſty ( accowding to His 
Declaration of the Five and twentieth of October Dne thouſand ſtr hun- 
ded and ſirty) granted his Commiſſion under the great Seal of England 
to ſeveral Biſhopsand other Divines, to review the Book of Common 
P2:ayer,and to pzepare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they thought 
fit to offer; and afterwards the Convocations of both the Pꝛovinces of 
Canterbury and York, being by His Majeſty called and aſſembled (and 
now ſitting) His Majeſty hath been pleated to Authoztze and require the 
Pꝛeũdents of the laid Convocations, and other theBiſhops and Clergy 
of the ſame, to review the ſaid Book of Common P2ayer, and the Book 
of the Fozm and manner of the Making and conſecrating of Biſhops, 
Pyteſts, and Deacons; And that after mature conſideration,thep ſhould 
make ſuch Additions and Alterations in the ſaid Books reſpectively, as 
ta them ſhould ſeem meet and conventent; And ſhould exhibit and pꝛeſent 
the lame to Hts Majeſty in witing, fo2 his further allowance oz confir- 
mation; Since which time, upon full and mature deliberation,they the 
ſaid Pꝛeſidents, Biſhops, and Clergy ot both Pꝛovinces have 1 2

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PREFACE 


SEW T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of Eng- 
i land, ever fince the firſt compiling of — 
Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean between 
the two Extreams, of too much $ riffneſs i in re- 
N D Fuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in admitting 
= any variation from it. For as on the one fide 
common Experience ſheweth, that where a 
change hath been made of things adviſedly eStabliſhed ( no evi- 
dent neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences have there- 
upon enſued ; and thoſe many times more, and greater then the 
evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change So on 
the other fidesthe particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein > being things 
in their own nature Indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknow- 
ledged; it ts but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important 
confiderations, according to the various exigency of times and 
occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as 
to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time 
ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in 
the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory fince the Ræfor- 
mation, the Church upon juſt and weight y confider ations Her 
thereunto moving, hath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſt ome 
particulars, as in their refpeftive times were thought convenient: 
Tet ſo, as that the main Body aud Eſſentials of it ( as well in the. 
chie feſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) haveſtil 
continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet Stand firm and un- 
ſhaken , notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and imperuous 
aſſaults made again#t it by ſuch men as are given, to change, and 
have always diſcovered a greater regard to their own: private 


Fancies and Intereſts , then to that duty theyowe to the Pub- 
lick. 
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By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the

uſe of the Liturgy( though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, and 
thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) came, during the late unhappy | 


confufions, to be diſcontinued, 1 too well known to the World,and 
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we are not willing here to remember. 


But when, upon His Ma-

jeſties happy ReStauration it ſeemed probable, that, amongſt other 


things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the 


ſame having never been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely 


means were uſed to prevent it; thoſe men, who under the late 
uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to ren- 
der the people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of re- 
putation and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely acknow- 
ledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly 


brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to binder thereſti- | 
tution thereof. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were | 
publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 


muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more then for- 
merly had been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great 


impor tunities were uſed to His Sacred MajeSty, that the ſaid 


Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and 
Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the 
eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whertunto His MajeSty out ef His 
pious Inclination to give ſatufaction ( ſo far as could be reaſon- 
ably expected) to all Hit Subjects of what per ſwaſion ſoe ver, did 
graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like 
Moderation, as we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in for- 
mer times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto 
uw, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
quence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome etabliſhed Doctrine, or laud- 
able Practiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole 
Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but 
utterly frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were ten- 
dred to us (by what per ſons under what pretences or to what pur- 
poſe ſorver ſo tendred ) ds ſeemed to win any degree requiſite or 
expedient, we have willingly , and of our own accord aſſented unto: 
Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength off Argument, convincing 


us of the neceßity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we are 


Fully perſwaded in our judgments ( and we here profe(s it to the 

World ) that the Books as it Stood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth 

not contain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God, or to 
ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good 
g Conſcience 
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— Conſcience uſe an ſubmit unto or which 1 nat fairly defenſible 
 againiÞ any that ſhall oppoſe tha ſame ; if it ſhall bs allowed ſuch 
juſt aud fa vour able conviruftion as in Common Equity ought, to 
bs allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch at are ſet forth 
by Authority, and even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy 

Scripture it ſelf. CREE. et 5 | 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking wars not td 
gratiſie this or that Party in any their unreaſonable demands ; 
but to do that, which to our bei und er ſandings we conceived 
might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the 
Church; the procuring of Reverence, and exciting of Piety and 
Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God ; and the cutting off 
occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt 
the Liturgy of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations 
from the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or other- 
wiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the 
Alterations were made, either firſt » for the better direction of 
them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service ; which 
ij chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks Or ſecondly, 
for the more proper expreßing of ſome words or phraſes of an- 
cient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the language of the pre- 
ſent times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words 
and phraſes , that were either of doubtful fignification or other - 
wiſe liable to miſconſtruction Or tbirdly, for a more perfect 
rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into 
the Liturgy ; which, in the EpiStles and Goſpels eſpecially, and 
in ſundry other places, are now ordered tobe read according to 
the laſt Tranſlation And that it was thought convenient, that 
ſome Prayers and Thankſgivings, fitted to ſpecial occafions, 
ſhould be added in their due places ; particularly for thoſe at 
Sea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of ſuch as are of 
riper years; which, although not ſo neceſſary when the former 
Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm , through 
the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in amongſt us, i now 
become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptixing of 
Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith, 
If any man, who ſhall defire a more particular account of the ſe- 
veral Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſball take the pains 
to compare the proſent Book with the former; we doubt not but the 
reaſon of the change may eafily appear. . 
And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in thu 
weighty affair, as in the fight of Gods and to approve our fince-

bo ple (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read in 
the Church ) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of God, 
and be the more inflamed with the love of his true wy, x | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fa- 
thers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Sto- 
rics and Legends, with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions,Com- 
memorations, and Synodals; that commonly, when any Book of the Bible 
was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were un- 
read. And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book 
of Geneſis in Septuageſima; but they were onely begun and never read 
through: After like fort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in 
the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame 
the Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in 
Latin to the people, which they underſtand not; ſo that they have heard with 
their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified there- 
by. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided 
the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, whereof every one was called a NoCturn : now 
of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and 
the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book 
onely was ſo hard 85 intricate a matter, that many times there was more bu- 
ſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, 
whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 
drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie tobe underſtoodʒ 
wherein ( ſo much as may be the reading of holy Seripture is ſo ſet forth, 
that all things ſhall ve done in order, without breaking one piece from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things 
as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture.

And whereas in this our time, the minds ok men are ſo diverſe, that 


come think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms; and 
again on the othe* ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangled , that they would inno- 
vate ali things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but 
that is new: Jt was 4 6 7 not co much to have reſpect 
how to pleaſe and ſatisſie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, 


and p2ofit them both. And yet leſt any man could be offended , whom 


good reaſon might ſatisſie, here be certain cauſes rendꝛed, why ſome of 
A Ceremontes be put away , and ſame retained and kept 
ill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them 
hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was into⸗ 
lerable ; whereof St. Auguſtine in his time complained , that they were 
grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chꝛiſtian people was in woxſe 
caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled, 
that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve 
quietly to do it. But what would St. Auguſtine have ſatd,tf he had ſeen 
the Ceremontes ok late days uſed among us; whereunto the multttude 
uſed in his time was not tobe compared? This our erceſſive multitude 
of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them lo dark, that they did 
mo2e confound and darken, then declare and ſet foxth Chziſts benefits 
unto us. And beſides this, Cheiſts Goſpel is not a Ceremontal Law(as

They laid, Barabbas. Pilate ſaith unto them, what

the governour laid, Why, what evil hath he dont? 
But they cxiod ut the moze, ſaying, Let him be cruc>
